HEALTH  SERVICES  ACT . 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  has  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  a School  Clinic,  a Tuberculosis  Clinic  and  V.D.  Clinic  at 
its  premises  at  No.  50,  Holydyke. 

Maternity  Homes  are  provided  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospita 
Board  at  Scunthorpe  and  Cleethorpes. 

An  ambulance  operated  by  the  County  Council  is  stationed  at 
the  County  Fire  Station,  Holydyke,  and  is  available  for  the  residents 
of  Barton  and  the  surrounding  district. 

There  is  no  hospital  in  the  Urban  District,  but  a scheme  has 
been  submitted  for  a small  hospital  and  health  centre. 
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HEALTH  SERVICES  ACT.  CONTD. 

Accommodation  for  Infectious  diseases  is  provided  by  the 
Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Brumby  and  elsewhere.  Cases  of 
Smallpox  are  segregated  in  a hospital  in  the  parish  of  Osgodby. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried 
out  at  Lincoln.

WATER-SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  from  the  Waterworks  is  good,  and  80$  of 
the  houses  in  the  Town  are  connected  with  the  mains.  The  rest  of  the 
houses  are  supplied  by  pumps  and  wells  which  yield  good  water. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Council  now  employs  1 full-time  Surveyor,  one  full-time 
Sanitary  Inspector  who  commenced  duty  in  September,  1948,  and  one 
part-time  Medical  Officer. 

27  earth  closets  have  been  converted  to  water  closets 
during  the  year.  The  Council  has  also  adopted  in  principle  a scheme 
for  systematic  conversion  throughout  the  town. 

The  removal  of  nightsoil  and  ashes  is  carried  out  weekly* 

A. Mortuary  is  provided  and  post-mortem  examinations  can  be 
efficiently  carried  out  in  it. 

It  will  bo  noted  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  that 
all  the  work  in  connection  with  the  repair  and  improvement  of 
Dwelling-Houses  has  been  done  without  the  serving  of  Formal  Notices.

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SANITARY  INSPECTORS  REPORT  CONTINUED. 

SUPPLEMENTARY  REMARKS. 

1 . Water  and  Sanitary  Accommodation  Survey. 

During  October  and  November,  1948,  a house-to-house  survey  of 
property  in  the  "built-up”  area  of  the  district  was  carried  out  to  find 
out  which  houses  had  piped  water  supplies,  water  closets,  etc.  The 
figures  given  in  the  Sections  on  Water  Supply  and  Closets  are  based  upor 
the  results  of  that  survey. 

2.  Closet  Conversion  Scheme. 

A further  result  of  the  above-mentioned  survey  was  the 
adoption  in  principle  by  the  Council  of  a scheme  to  convert  all  earth 
closets  into  water  closets  within  the  sewered  area  of  the  town. 

As  a first  instalment  of  the  scheme  the  Council  has  decided 
to  convert  52  pail  closets  and  18  privies  to  water  closets.  The 
approval  in  principle  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  already  been 
obtained  to  this  scheme,  and  formal  application  for  loan  sanction  has 
been  made.  When  this  is  obtained  the  work  will  be  carried  out  as 
materials  and  labour  become  available-.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 


The  erection  of  new  Council  houses  has  progressed  steadily 
during  the  year  and  many  of  the  worst  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been 
relieved.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  maintain  the  present  rate  of 
progress . 

The  general  condition  of  the  older  cottage  property  in  the 
town  has  deteriorated  very  badly  during  the  last  ten  years.  The 
raising  of  the  general  standard  of  housing  accommodation  in  the  town 
will  be  one  of  the  major  problems  of  the  local  authority  for  a number 
of  years  to  come.
